"liberty" meant freedom from 
personal reetraint or in other 
words, from imprisonment in ita 
largest definitkm.

Now "property" lia.s come to 
mean every right of value which 
a paraon eould enjoy, and "libar- 1 
ty" has been made to indndatha 
right to make contraeta.
